Congress, the President 
said, threatens to add -bil- 
lion to his $268.7 billion 
budget in bills passed or 
no\y pending and has failed 
to make more than $1 bil- 
lion in cuts he asked. “Thus, 
if the Congress continues to 
follow its present course, 
the American taxpayers will 
soon receive a bill for more 
than $7 billion in increased 
.spending.”
